Lorpor, Sept. 4.—It may be stated that all 
Goubdts that have prevailed as to the death 
Of Emin Pasha, the noted african explorer, 
are set at rest by information possessed by 
Mr. A. J. Swann, a missionary, who for ten 
years has been engaged in missionary work 
in Ujiji. 

Mr. Swan is now tn London and your repre- 
gentative has had an extended conversation 
with him astothe reported death of Emin 
Pasha ‘‘There is no question as to his 
death, said Mr. wann. lam as certain 
he is dead as that I am sitting here.

Allison act will be introduced an amendment. 
Then there will be about the same amend- 
ments as were introduced in the House for 
the increase in the ratio. 

Some important financial legislation by 
Congress seems really hopeful when the 811.

There are no natural laws which govern the 
science of money, and there is no theory in the 
science which is capable of mathematical demon- 
stration. All that we know pertaining to the science 
is the result of experiments and experience, and it 
is not certain that what may to-day seem a well de- 
fined principle in monetary science will very long 
remain 60. 

The people want silver; so do I. The people, first 
of all, want all our circulating medium, whether 
gold, sliveror paper, of equal value; 60 do I. The 
people are more interested in knowing that their 


they art to know the material out of which isis 
made, 

On Aug. 1, 1893, we bad a per capita circulation of 
$24.02, which is about as much as we have ever 
had, and more than we haa entil recent years. 
There seems to be no ground for believing that the 
present situation has been caused by a scarcity of 
money inthecountry. It is in the country, but it is 
not in circulation. 

The trouble is serious impairment of confidence, 
which has caused the hoarding of money, and it will 
remain out of circulation until in some way confi- 
dence is re-established. I do mot believe ir we dis- 
continuethbe purchase ef silver buillon now, that it 
will be long before some satisfactory plan for its use 
will be devised. 

So long as the act of 1890 remains on the statute 
boeks we will surely come mO nearer free coinage 
than we are now. he American people do not ae- 
sire a policy in reference to silver, either by con- 
tinuing the purchase of silver builionjor by the adop- 
tion of free coinage, which will resultin driving ali 
the gold out of the country and making this a sliver 
nation, This the majority will not and ought not to 
submit to., The repeal of the act of 1890 does not 
make gold the standard money of the coustry. Itis 
the unitef value now. It was made so by the act of 


1878. 

The Usited States alone cannot, in my opinion, 
maintain free coinage of silver unless we are willing 
to becomes silver nation and drive the gold out. 
What we want isan internationn!] agreement secur- 
ing the use of both metals and free coinage ou an 
agreed ratie, and if we repeat the act of 1890 and 
stop the purchase of silver I »elieve we will get it. 
The policy of piling up silver buliion is not wise 
statesmanship, and in & littie time it will surely be 
stopped. There is now 4 strong party in England in 
favor of bimetellism and the monetization of sii- 
ver. When England finds that she no longer derives 
an advantage by maintaining the single gold stardard 
ltrust and believe she will jom other nations in 
favor of the restoration of silver and the mainten- 
ance of a bimetallic standard.

Mr. R. E. Edwards of London then con- 
ttnued his address on the Sunday-schoois of 
the European continent begun yes 
terday.

The 
obstacles in Holland were the scarcity of 
teachers and the difficulty to reach 
the aristocracy, Mr. Edwards spoke 
of Sweden, and introduced 
Baurman, a Swedish Sunday-school 
agent. Mr. Edwards gave statistics of the 
work done during the past year by Mr. Baur- 
manand others. He said that tne London 
Sunday-school Union acted on the principle 
of letting the Continental missions maintain 
themselves after establishment. The greatest 
work was in Finland where, despite the 
opposition ot the Russian Government, a re-

Mr. Baurman of Sweden then made an ad- 
dress in his native tongue, whichthe dele- 
gates did not understand, but applauded 
vigorously nevertheless. lle interpersed 
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L. L. Allen, Lawrence County, Executive Commit- 
tee of Missduri Sunday-Schoo!l Association. 
white handkerchiefs waving him a welcome. 
There seemed to be no indorsement of sir. 
Jacobs’ regret in the audience and despite 
his modest and humble denial of his inability 
to carry out the work he was elected to the 
presidency by a unanimous vote. Mr. Jacobs 
made a very eloquent address on his accept- 
ance of the gavel.

Mr. Jacobs referred to his own work and 
said that he often telt as it he enjoyed a cor- 

ner of heaven. 
Mr. Crawford, Secretary of the Glasgow 
Union, then read a pens on the Sunday- 
sthool work in Scotland. He said the neces- 
sity of Sunday-schools in Scotland became 
n at the close of the last century. 
The first school was established in 
Glasgow in 1888, and the first union in 1796. 
In 1823, there were 1,223 schools with 60,000 
scholars. Schools have since been organ- 
izedin every part of the country. The 
first Scottist Sunday-school convention was 
held in 1868, and the T'wenty-sixth National 
Sabbath- school Convention of Scotland is 
being held this week at Hamilton in the 
Highlands. He was commi<sioned to bear 
greetings tothe world’s convention in this 
city. Every subject connected‘with the 
work, he said, has been discussed at the 
annual meetings, their object being to bring 
every child under the banner of Christ. After 
boys rgech the age of 14, 
they cant be held by the Sunday- 
schools; the consequence was a ‘‘leakage’’ 
which the conventloùs are striving each year 
to close up. At the end of Mr. Crawford’s

He said that he repre- 
sented the dissenting churches of Hamburg, 
which had difficulties to contend 
with not comprehended in Amer- 
ica. The first Sundav-school in Germany 
was established in 1826 andthe first union 
formed in 1819. About 1% schools were being 
organized annually. The German sSunday- 
schools were satisfied to hold children under 
14 years, for after that age the young 
went to work and wore lost to 
religious influences. Dr. Fétzer said that

Decorate the Globe.

No attempt was made to hit 
the men, but they retreated rapidly to their 
sell, closing the door behind them, They 
were then taken to another cell and 
locked up.

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The Truth About President Cleveland’s 
Ailment. : 


ORIGIN OF THE STORY nien ALARMED 
THE COUNTRY. 


It Was Founded on a Conversation Over- 
heard Between Dr. Bryant and geo- 
retary Lamont—There Was Too Much 
Mystery and Secrecy—Mr. Cleveland’s 
Present Condition Good. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraren. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—In all out- 
ward appearance President Cleveland fs in 
as good health now as he has been at any 
time since his first election tathe Presidency. 
His return to Washington is hatled with de- 
lig by the Senators and Representatives 
who have been making the fight for souna 
money at the Capitol. They are glad to have 
him again on the ground to advise with them 
and to prevent the adoption of such a com- 
promise as has been threatened at several 
stages of the fight. 

The reassuring reports regar ting Mr. Cieve- 
land’s condition cheer the President’s 
friends, many of whom have been extremely 
anxious as to his condition in view of the 
alarming statements made regarding the 
surgical operation he was recently gompelied 
to undergo. | 

In the light of the authoritative statements 
made by Drs. Bryantand Hasbrouck, public 
men who have seen the President almost 
dally while he has been in Washington are 
enabled to understand and appreciate his 
condition in the sing and early summer. 
He was then working eighteen hours a day 
most of the time at the most tedious drudg- 
ery that can be imagined. Many hours each 
day were given up to hearing statements and 
complaints of office-seekers and their Con- 
gressional champions. Nearly all this work 
was useless, for the President could not hope 
to remember even a small part of what was 
said to him; but, yleldingtoa sense of duty, 
he devoted himself conscientiously to the 
task until admonished by his physical condi- 
tion that he must leave Washington in order 
to repair his shattered health, 

From the best evidence obtainable here 
the President first began tosuffer from the 
allment for which he was subsequently 
operated upon during the early part of May 
and soon after the adjournment of the 
special session of the Senate. Public men 
who saw the President during the early part 
of that month remember that he referred 
occasionally to neuralgic painsin the face, 
which atthattime he attributed solely to 
the sympathetic disturbances caused bya 
decaying tooth. The pain became constant- 
ly more intense and caused notonly great 
annoyance, but much acute suffering. It 
was almost constantly present, even break- 
ing the short periods of rest and sleep which 
he allowed himself. He became susceptible 
to draughts or air and to the slightest ex- 
posure, a fact that irritated hima good deal, 
for he always prided himself upon his 
general ruggedness and ability to endure al- 
most any amount of fatigue or exposure. 

When the President first permitted a care- 
ful examination to be made he was informed 
that there were evidences present of a more 
ferious trouble than would be caused by a 
decaying tooth. Tartar had gathered at the 
base of the tooth,and the neightoring tissues 
were inflamed. The disease had not pro- 
gressed far enough, however, to make an 
operation either necessary or desirable, and 
palliative remedies alone were used in the 
treatment for some time thereafter. It can 
be said positively that the President gave no 
intimation to anyone except Col. Lamont 
that anything more serious than an ulcerated 
tooth was troubling him. He was especially 
careful to keep the fact of his own suffering 
from his wife, who believed that he was a 
victim of neuralgic toothache. 

The recent publication cf the story in 
Philadelphia and New York stating that the 
President's trouble was due to a cance,ous 
growth in his jaw naturally created a great 
deal of uneasinesss throughout the country, 
What now seemsto be the truth about the 
surgical operations performed while Mr. 
Clevelond was at Gray Gables may be told as 
follows: Dr. Bryant made a critical examl- 
nation of the condition of the President at 
the latter’s summer home near this city. 

He decided that to stop the pain an,opera- 
tion must be performed. This operation was 
to consist in extracting the two molars and 
removing a very small portion of the jaw- 
bone. ‘his latter was to prevent the forma- 
tion of abscesses after the teeth had been 
extracted. 

The President was informed that the oper- 
ation would be painful, but not at all danger - 
ous. Dr. Bryant considered the administra- 
tion of gas Jesirable while the operation was 
being performed, President Cleveland asked 
if the operation would leave any trace. 
When told that it would likely cause a swell- 
ing of his face he decided to put it of. He 
hoped that the difficulty would pass away. 

Instead it grew worse and caused tlie 
President much inconvenience during the 
last few days of his stay in Washington, The 
increasing pain convinced the President of 
thé necessity of the operation. Before he 
left Washington it was arranged that the 
operation should be performed Dr. Bryant 
on board the Oneida. Dr. Ferdinand Has- 
brouck was invited to administer the gas, 
and Dr. Erdmann and wr. Keen of Phila- 
delphla went along to assist. 

President Uleveland went aboard the 
Oneida on Friday evening. Mrs. Cleveland 
aid not knowan operation was to per- 
formed. She was told that the President 
would pass several days on the Oneida to get 
the benefit of the sea air, and also to try bis 
luck among the blue fish in the sound. 

The operation was performed on Saturday. 
The first and second molars were extracted 
by Dr. Hasbrouck. Then Dr. Bryant cut 
away small portions of the swollen gum and 
scraped the top of the jawbone to prevent 
the possibility of a spread of the ulceration. 
A small piece of the done was cut away. 
The gum was washed with an antiseptic so- 
lution. During the operation President 
Cleveland was under the influence of nitrous 
oxide gas, or what is commonly called 
„laughing gas.“ Secretary Lamont was on 
board the Oneida at the time. 

Afterwards Prosident Cleveland suffered 
considerably from the effects of the opera-

Humanity demands that the sufferings 
of the unfortunate be relieved, good citi- 
zenship demands that honest citizens in 
distress be saved from the temptations of 
want, and the highest wisdom urges the 
meeting of an emergency like the present 
with prompt energy and liberality. The 
plan repeatedly urged by the Post-DIs-

citizens’ emergency organization to deter- 
mine upon the best mode of giving relief 
to the distressed and to provide for the 
practical work of relief. We believe the 
time has come for citizens to form an or- 
ganization of this kind.

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A VALUABLE EXAMPLE. 

The Wells-Fargo Express people have 
reason to feel good over the result of the 
Frisco train robbery. Although the rob- 
bers intended to rob the express safe the 
company did not lose a nickel by the job. 

To be sure a faithful express messenger 
lost his life and the train passengers and 
employes lost several hundred dollars, 
some watches and jewelry, but that need 
not bother the express company. The 
death of the express messenger saved the 
company from all loss and shifted the rob- 
bery to the passengers, but the messen- 
ger’s place can easily be filled. Life is 
cheap, and plenty of men may be found 
willing to risk it for a living. 

It is not known how Messenger Chap- 
man came to lose his life, but the pre- 
sumption is that it was due to an effort to 
save the property entrusted to his care. 
He may have attempted to deceive the rob- 
bers or resist them orfoil them by escape, 
knowing well that with the combination 
of the safe in his keeping the chances of 
effecting an entrance into it would be 
vastly reduced. In any case, the company 
gained by the sacrifice of his life. 

In view of the money value of the con” 
duct of Messenger Chapman we venture to 
offer a suggestion to the express compan ies 
for the purpose of encouraging others to 
follow his heroic example. We presume it is 
the deliberate policy of the express officials 
to depend wholly upon the courage and re- 
sources of the express messenger 
to defend their property in tran- 
sit from robbery. We presume that 
they have calcufated that it costs less in 
the long run to take the risks of this course 
than to pay guards to protect their prop- 
erty and the lives of their messengers. 
Why not encourage bravery and ingenuity 
by offering a percentage of the money 
saved by the messengers as areward should 
they survive or as insurance should they 
perish? Assured of a reward or a fund for 
their families the courage of express mes- 


sengers would be grectly stimulated and 


of money t y. 

We do not suggest this course on the 
ground of generosity, humanity or public 
service. We rec ze the absurdity of 
expecting corporations formed for the 
purpose of making money to pay any at- 
tention to such unbusiness-like considera- 
tions. We suggest it as a matter of self- 
interest only, as a means of reducing losses 
and thus increasing dividends, t he sole 
end worthy of consideration by corpora- 
tion managers. aa 


’ LABOR DAY. 

To-day’s labor parade was a timely re- 
minder of the greatest factor of prosperity 
and growth, the strongest bulwark in 
stress and storm. With all due praise to 
the bankersand business men for their 
energy and prudence, which have made the 
solidity of Bt. Louisa model of strehgth 
and stability in the financial disturbances, 
their efforts would bave been useless with- 
out the patient industry and firm patriot- 
ism of the forces of labor. 

The St. Louis laboring men are entitled 
to especial honor. While standing firm in 
support of rights they have stood upon 
sound principles. Their voice and influ— 
ence have been for peace and law and con- 
stitutiofial methods of reform. The pro- 
fessional agitator has received cold comfort 
from the mass of workingmen of this city. 
They are patient, industrious, law- 
abiding and patriotic. The multi- 
tude of homes, mme evidences of 
general comfort and popular wealth, the 
high grade of intelligence, bespeak pros- 
perity fairly earned and respect fairly 
won. No ſeity in the Union is freer from 
labor disturbances and has less elements 
of lawlessness threatening peace, order 
and safety under the mask of labor. 

But the honor due the St. Louis work- 
ingmen is shared in large measure by the 
workingmen of America. History does not 
show a finer example of power wisely 
and generously exercised. The power of 
numbers, which is supreme in Democracy, 
is possessed by the forces of labor, and yet 
the first deliberate abuse of it has yet to be 
recorded. 

The forces of labor in this country, with 
all the power in their hands, have sought 
to assertand maintain their rights by or- 
ganization, peaceful agitation and legiti- 
mate methods of political reform. 

Labor is first among the factors of 
wealth production. The hand which digs, 
shapes and constructs is the hand from 
which all wealth and capital must come. 
The rights and interests of all, therefore, 
are involyed in the rights and interests of 
labor. The best work of society lies in 
upholding its dignity, efficiency and pros- 
perity as the foundations of all progress. 

In one sense all good citizens are labor- 
ing men with common rights, interests 
and objects, and all good citizens may re- 
joice over the proof of strength and pros- 
perity displayed by the parade of stalwart 
intelligence on the streets to-day. 

— — — — 
BEQUESTS AND CORPORATIONS. 

One of the best suggestions made by 
Justice Brown in his Milwaukee address 
was that of an inheritance tax and a pro- 
vision limiting the power of bequest. 

But meritorious as it is and well calcu- 
lated todo much good, such a measure 
would not strike at the roots of the un- 
equal distribution of property, which the 
Justice so much deplores. To break up 
an estate of $100,000,000 among 100 different 
beneficiaries would, it is true, lessen the 
coercive power of great wealth lodged 
in one man’s hand, but the plan overlooks 
the fact that such power is no longer exer- 
cised by individuals, but by corporations. 
Individuals work through corporate forms, 
which are growing stronger every day. 
They command more wealth than any sin- 
gle individual can ever hope to win, and 
they exercise their power with a remorse- 
less, conscienceless sagacity of which no 
one man is capable. Their acqui- 
sitions go on without reference to 
considerations of the public good. They 
are the keepers of individual fortunes, large 
and small, and it makes little difference 
whether Creesus leaves his wealth to one 
ormany. It is kept together and loses 
none of its power in the hands of the 
shrewd managers of railways, gas com- 
panies and the thousand and one combi- 
nations with which the country is blessed, 
or cursed, as the case may be. 

Itis this deyelopment of corporations 
which disturbs all calculations and 
vitiates so many theories of reform and 
progress. They are very hard to deal 
with because their nature and possibilities 
are so little understood. Their wealth is 
largely made up of privileges conferred by 
the State and represents nothing but a 
claim upon the real wealth and earnings of 
the people. They have been created for 
public purposes, but in spite of legislation 
they are wholly devoted to private ends. 
It is safe to say that no substantial prog- 
ress toward a justerdistribution of wealth 
can be made until the status of these insti- 
tutions and their relations to the commu- 
nity are more clearly understood and de- 
fined. je 


NATURALLY enough the proposal to pro- 
vide work for the unemployed is supported 
with considerable warmth by representa- 
tives of the class which has been enriched 
by thirty years of legislative favoritism. 
This legislation, while enormously profita- 
ble to the beneficiaries, has resulted in im- 
poverishing the masses and throwing a 
million of laborers out of employment. It 
justice were done the men who have dic- 
tated vicious revenue laws would be 
compelled to take care of the paupers they 
have made. But having had their 


way 80 long they think there is a 
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charge upon the country and escape scot 
free themselves. But they will not suc- 
ceed. After going to school for thirty 
years the people have learned a thing or 
two. N

Two Repeal Bills. 
From the New York WORLD. 

There is hardly substance enough in the 
difference between the Voorhees and Wilson 
repeal bills for a serious dispute. 

Each bill repeals the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act, and that clause is the most 
important cause of the country’s present 
financial ills. The thing to do is so evident 
that any one who favors doing it ought not to 
hesitate over the form of words in which the 
end is accomplished.” 

The Voorhees bill adds a stump speech to 
the repealing clause. It is a mere repetition 
of a proviso already on the statute book 
which nobody proposes to disturb. The law 
now decla res that it is the policy of the Gov- 
ernment to maintain the parity of the two 
metals, gold and silver. This provision has 
been interpreted by the present Administra- 
tion to impose upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury the duty of maintaining silver at 
par with gold at any cost. Thus far it has 
been of service. The Voorhees Dill would 
simply make the law say this over again, 
The Wilson bill would leave the law as it is. 

It is certainly crude and illogical law- 

making tor Congress to repeat the declara- 
tion. However, the important thing to re- 
peal, and if the Senate Will vote that any the 
sooner for the repetition, let the repetition 
be made. 

A harmless absurdity ought not to stand in 
the way of repeal.

DR. GRAVES’ STRANGE CONDICT. 

About this time Dr. Gravesturned up in 
Denver, leaving Rhode Island without notl- 
fying the relatives of the dead woman of her 


death. He paid visits on his way West to 
people in Chicago, Sterling, III., and Cedar 
Rapids, Io. and arrived in Denver the day 
after the inquest was held. He asked but 
few questions and to all appearances was 
very badly affected by the death of Mrs. 
Barnaby. He avoidedasmuch as possible 
Investigating the causes which led to the 
death of the woman who had made life easy 
for him. 

He hastened back to Providence with the 
remains of Mrs, Barnaby and arrived there 
on April 7, and then made the statement 
that he knew a great deal of the plot behind 
Mrs. Barnaby’s death and would tell much 
when the time came. 

Dr. Graves then settoworkto build up a 
story that Mrs. Barnaby had been the victim ' * 
of blackmatlers and had ended her life at 
their hands. He named no names, but hint- 4 
ed vaguely at secrets which he claimed to 
possess. lie denied all knowledge of the con- 
tents of Mrs. Barnaby’s will apd said he aid 
not Know what she had left him, and did not 
care, ashe had lost more by her death than 
he had gained. This was all immedlately 
after his return to Providence. 

TRIAL AND CONVICTION. 

In the meantime the Grand-jury at Denver 
had indicted Graves as Mrs. Barnaby’s mur- 
derer. The compromising facts upon which 
graves was indicted were secured by shrewd 
detective work. It was ascertained that the

Barnaby journeyed westward to nver and 
visited a son ofthe former, who lives ona 
ranch. The intimacy with Mrs. Worrell had 
grown apace, and she pow claims the benefit 
ofa will made by Mrs. Barnaby at Chester, 
in which a legacy is left her family in trust. 


THE POISONED WHISKY. 

The moment of the ending of this singular 
chain of incidents arrived on April 18, 1891. 
On that day Mrs. Barnaby and Mrs. Worrell 
arrived at Denver from the ranch and took 
rooms at a hotel. Tendays previous Mrs. 
Worrell’s son obtained a package of mall ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Barnaby. It was postmarked 
Boston. Mrs. Barnaby removed the wrap- 
pings and disclosedasmall bottle of fluid 
supposed to be whisky. Ona label was writ- 
ten: ‘*‘Wishing youa happy New Year, from 
your friends in the woods. The bottle was 


not opened at the time of its receipt, but after 
the long journey fromthe ranchto Denver 
Mrs. Barnaby thought she would support 
herself by drinking some ofthe contents. 
Accordingly she quaffed a moderate portion, 
and Mrs. Worrell joined her. The other 
people present—there were five in all—de- 
clined.

ALLEGED TO HAVE TAKEN $2,059 or 
CONTRACTOR 8HEA’S MONEY. 


Tucker and His Family Have Mysteri- 
ously Disappoared— The Man Was Also 
Confidential Bookkeeper for Charles 
W. Gostz & co., But Is not Believed to 
Be Short to Them—A Warran? Out. 


This morning Richard J. Shea, a sewer 
contractor, who of late has car- 
ried out a number of _ city con- 
tracts, called at the Four Courts 
and requested Maj. Harrigan to arrest 


Edward 8. Tucker, his confidential book- 
keeper who has disappeared, and it 18 
charged, carried off $2,039 belonging to Shea. 

Tucker in addition to keeping Shea’s 
books, was also the confidential book-keeper 
of Charles W. Goetz & Co., lime and coment 
dealers at the northwest corner of Eleventh 
and Walnut streets. He has been in the em- 
sang of the latter firm for the past nine years 

ut has been looking after Shea’s financial 
affairs not more than a year or two. He en- 
joyed his employer’s confidence to the fullest 
extent. 

Last Saturday afternoon Tucker, who was 
Vested with the power of attorney by Shea, 
as wascustomary, wentto the bank where 
Shea had his earnings deposited in order, it 
is said, to draw money enough to 
pay off the laborers and trades- 
men employed by shea. There was 
$2,059 on deposit inthe bank, and it is 
charged that he drew the entire mount. 
Shea had sent Tuckertothe bank and was 
waiting his return at the office of C. W. Goetz 
& Co., where he has desk room. After re- 
maining until dusk for Tucker to return Shea 
left, suspecting something was wrong. 


TUCKER’S FAMILY GONE. 

On Sunday Mr. Shea went to Benton, where 
Tucker has been residing with his wife and 
2-year-old child, and ascertained, so he 
claims, that Mrs. Tucker had packed up her 


duds and gone to New York. At least 
this is what she told the neighbors. 
After making further investigation Shea 
called upon the police and upon their advice 
swore Outa warrant charging Tucker with 
misappropriating his funds. At the office 
of Charles W. Goetz & Co., it 
was learned that Tucker received 
a good salary, but noone could assign any 
reason for his peculiar and sudden depar- 
ture. He had no bad habits, it is said, and 
none of his co-laborers are aware of any 
speculative transactions on his prrt. It is 
given out in Mr. Goetz’s office that 
Tucker could scarcely have taken anythi 
in the way of money from the Goestz conce 
owing to the fact that he handled very little 
cash, only on rare occasions.

Pierces Pleasant 
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Stage’s Sensational Race With L. D. 
Cabanne Recalled. 


STAGE NOW HOLDS THE WORLD'S RECORD 
+ FOR 100 YARDS. 


He Was Beaten by the St. Louis Manu a 
Weer Ago After Four Trials—Mike 
Dwver’s Heavy Loses Track and 

Stadle Gossip—The Base Ball Worla— 
General Sporting News. 


O. Ww. Stage’s wonderful performance in the 
100 yards’ dash at the Central Association 
games in Cleveland Saturday, recalls the 
memorable meeting between himand L. D. 
Cabanne of the Pastime Athletic Club at 
Detroit last year. Stage was a good sprinter 
then and his work full of promise, 
which he realized Saturday dy equval- 
ing the world’s record of 9 4-5 seconds for 
the distance. The meeting between him and 
Cabanne occurred in a set of handicap 
games given under the auspices of the 
Detroit International Exposition. It was 
the most exciting exhibition of sprinting 
ever seen on any track and will never be 
forgotten by those who witnessed it. The 
men ran three dead heats, Stage running 
from scratch and Cabanne from a 88-yard 
handicap. In the fourth heat Cabanne 
beat Stage by the narrow margin of a few 
inches. It wasthe Pastime sprinter’s won- 
derful reserve force that gained for him the 


victory. 
Two days later, in the Central Association 


championship, Stage ran second to Jewett in 
the 100, 220 and 440-yard races. 

George 8. Rhodes and John Owen, Jr., of 
the Detroit Athletic Club, former 
100-yard champion, were at the tape 
the day that Cabanne and Stage 
had their memorable meeting. Mr. Rhodes 
said this morning: 1 shall never forget 
that meeting. It’s like will never be wit- 
nessed on the cinder path again. From 
Stage’s performance that day I picked him 
outasthe coming sprinter and Saturday’s 
performance shows I was not mistaken. The 
track that day had aturninit which wasa 
disadvantage to Stage. At the Oentral 
Championships he had the appearance of 
having done too much work, or as 
we say, overtrained, otherwise I think he 


would have made a better showing than he 
did. He very much resembles Harry Jewett, 
that beau ideal of sprinters, both in features 
and movements Ihey might easily be mis- 
taken for brothers. I should not beat all sur- 
prised if he defeats Jewett in the world's 
championship. If he does, we will have the 
pair ot them at the Pastime’s games on the 
i9th.’’ 
ANOTHER RECORD SMASHED. 

At the Philadelphia bank clerks’ games last 
Saturday, Theodore Buckholz beat the newly 
made distance pole vaulting record of O. R. 


Morse of Beckley, Cal., by 7% inches. Morse 
cleared 26 feet 55, inches and Buckholg clear-

MIKE DWYER BROKE. 


The Big Turfman Ruined in Wall Street, 
So It Is Reported. 

Jake Johnson, the well-known Western 
turfman, whose string is at present 
quartered at the Fair Grounds, arrived from 
Chicago lastevening. Johnson says that be- 
fore he left the World's Faircity he was in- 
formed by Curt Gunn, the Western book- 
maker, who has just returned from 
the East, that Michael F. Dwyer, 


the leading race - track speculator 
in this country for a decade past, almost, 
has reached the end of his rope at last and is 
broke good and hard. According to Gunn, in 
addition to the disastrous luck he has had on 
the turf this season, Dwyer has beef specu- 
lating for some time past in Wall street, with 
the same result, and it would not take long to 
break a man with the United States 
Treasury behind him, at this game. it has 
been known for some time pastthat Dick 
Croker’s partner has been having hard work 
securing cash to carry on his specu- 
lations, but this was attributed to the pre- 
valling stringency. His operations on the turf 
have also not been as successful as in years 
gone by, but the prevailing opinion seemed 
to be that the books would hardly take 
enough of his money to break him in one sea- 
son. His brother and former partner. 
Philip J., whois President of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club and heavily interested in the 
Monmouth Park Association, is responsible 
for the public reaching this conclusion. It will 
be remembered that when Phil was in this 
city last winter on his way to Hot 
Springs, he said Mike had made money in 
1892, but that it was the first season in years 
such had been the case. According to Phil, 
instead of making money he would have been 
broken flat had the bookmakers screwed up 
courage enough to take his money. This they 
would not do, because it was thought his in- 
formation was too good to lay against. Here 
is where they make a mistake as race horses 
are not machines and it is absolutely impos- 
sible for them to perform as expected al. 
ways, even on the Board of Control tracks. 
This makesit only a question of time when 
a speculator like Dwyer, who bets heavy on 
every race, would get broke. in Wall street, 
however, Dwyer undoubtedly found book- 
makers, who call themselves brokers, that 
took allthe money he wantedtoputup. A 
steady drain at this pace would bankrupt a 
Croesus and Mike was hardly in this class, 
in his most prosperous days. If he is really 
broke, which is probably true, providing the 
report about hishard luck operations in 
Wall street are correct, the bookmakers 
who have been refusing his money 
1 in and year out have no one to blame 

ut themselves for not taking advantage of 
his methods and skinning him clean. 

Dwyer’s career on the turf reads like an 
Arabian Nights’’ story. Abont ten years 
ago he and his brother were plodding butch- 
ers in Brooklyn. In some way or another 
they became mixed up with race 
horses and the manner in which they 
went to the front was remarkable. Until a 
couple of years ago the brothers were in 
partnership. Frank McCabe trained for 
them, and Jimmie McLaughlin was their pre- 
mier rider. Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, Miss 
Woodford, Dew Drop, Hanover, Tremont, 
Longstreet and Kingston, some of the 
greatest horses that ever performed on 
the American turf, campaigned in their 
colors and won hundreds of thousands for 
them. Mike was always a heavy better, 
while Phil was just the opposite. His share 
of the winnings of the horses went into the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club, the Monmouth Park 

Association and Brooklyn real estate. Mike 
also invested in the Brooklyn and Monmouth 
race tracks, but most of his money was 
always in banks, where he could lay his 
hands on it readily. His gambling propensi- 
ties required this. After the brothers parted, 
Mike raced a eg of his own trained by 
Hardy Campbell. his season he took up 
with the —— chief, Croker. During 
his long career onthe turf Mike seldom vis- 
ited a betting ring. His money was always 

laced by commissioners, headed by ‘‘Circu- 
ar Joe“ Vendig.

Off the St. Louis Olub. 


The League statistics for August supply a 
reason forthe disposition of Glasscock and 
Brodie that did not suggest itself until the 
latest statistics were published. Mr. Walker 
was evidently trying to secure evenness on 
histeamand fromthe figures he was quite 
justified in letting the shortstop and center 
Nelder go, for they do not class with the St. 


Louis players at all. Their presence on the 
team made it very lopsided. 

A little study of base ball statistics shows 
that Glasscock stands nineteenth among the 
League batters with an average of .341.

He has been in the em- 
pioy of the latter firm for the past nine years 
ut has been looking after Shea’s financial 
affairs not more than a year or two. lie en- 
gored his employer’s confidence to the fullest 
extent. 

Last Saturday afternoon Tucker, who was 
vested with the power of attorney by Shea, 
as Wascustomary, wentto the bank where 
Shea had his earnings deposited in order, it 
is said, to draw money enough to 
pay of the laborers and trades- 
men employed by § shea. There was 
$2,059 on deposit inthe bank, and it is 
charged that he drew the entire mount. 
Shea had sent Tuckertothe bank and was 
waiting his return at the office ot C. W.Goetz 
& Co., where he has desk room. After re- 
maining until dusk for Tucker to return Shea 
left, suspecting soMething was wrong. 

TUCKER’S FAMILY GONE. 

On Sunday Mr. Shea went to Benton, where 
Tucker has been residing with his wife and 
22-year-old child, and ascertained, so he 
claims, that Mrs. Tucker had packed up her 
duds and gone to New York. At least 
this is what she told the neighbors. 
After making further investigation Shea 
called upon the police and upon their advice 
swore Outa warrant charging Tucker with 
misappropriating his funds.
